He believes such action an indispensable first step 


in establishing permanent peace. 
He has indignantly 


reiterated this declaration. 
But how is it to be done?

Court who has asked Mr. Borah to reduce his plan o 
writing.

war as a crime and the fomcnters of war criminals. 
Would all war lie proscribed? 
Hardly. 
Surely Senator 


Borah would not condemn a nation as criminal for light- 
ing a war of self-defense. 
Such a law would itselt be 


criminal—it would be ghastly treason—which only a 
nation of poltroons would obey. But has not every war 
of modern times been a war of self-defense? 


World sentiment preponderantly adjudges Germany 


guilt of starting the World War, but Germany has de- 
nied it. 
The ex-Kaiser has laboriously explained how , 


the war was forced on Germany by the deadly ring oi , 
enemies determined upon destroying her. 
And there is! 


a considerable body of well-informed opinion outside of i 
Germany that believes the World War to have resulted , 
from conditions rather than from the whim of a Hohen-; 
zollern or the megalomania of German militarism. Any- j 
, how, the matter of fixing personal responsibility would 


mean long-drawn litigation if attempted by court pro-' 
cedure and any judgment reached would be bitterly 
resented by the nation upon whose leaders the stigma 
were placed.

Senator Borah's proposal is a worthy emotion, but j

Joseph W. Folk 


*TpHE younger generation of voters gave slight attention 
|1 to the news items the first of the week announcing 
the death of Joseph W. Folk in New York City. Twenty 
years ago he figured boldly in the newspapers as one of 
rthe coming figures in American politics. 


A Missourian by birth, he came into national promi- 


" nence by his prosecution of St. Louis boodlers and for 


Beveral years he was one of the spectacular figures in 
public life, rivalling Roosevelt in his claims upon public 
-attention. He came first prominently before the country 
In his exposure of the Suburban deal in that city and the 
prosecution of the members of the St. Louis Council and 
House of Delegates for bribery. 


The job of exposing the system of selling public 


utility franchises for bribes, which was prevalent in 
nearly all cities, had long waited for the man with the 
courage to undertake it. Everybody who knew anything 
about municipal affairs knew that franchises were sold, 
iy city legislatoj's as they Knew that state Legislatures 
-were run by corrupt lobbyists; it was a subject of current 
conversation among all men "in the know" and of 
Y«peated general charges in the newspapers. 
Fortunes 


-were built upon bribery in franchises and privileges. 
But the conjunction of the man and the opportunity was 
-lacking until Folk, with information of the Suburban 
deal, supplied by a reporter, undertook the job of clean- 
ing up the Missouri metropolis. 


Mr. Folk had great difficulty in obtaining evidence, 


and it was partly thru the efforts of the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch, which sent the late Frank R. O'Neill to Mexico j 
to bring Murrell and Kratz, the king pins of the House j 
.and Council combine, to St. Louis, that he was enabled j 
by means of Murrell's confession and testimony to indict j 
the guilty Delegates. The facts about boodling and tho 
methods of boodling were all brot to light, the Folk ex- 
ample was contagious in other cities and the corrupt 
system which prevailed was broken up. 


The prosecutions were not wholly successful, but 


the wave of reform swept Mr. Folk into the governorship 
in a Republican year. He and Theodore Roosevelt car- 
ried Missouri by about the same plurality. 


During Mr. Folk's governorship the corrupt lobby

ITHOUT the saliva, digestion and assimilation 
of food would be seriously embarrassed. It is 
one of the essential body fluids. 
There are 


three seta of glands producing saliva. The "parotid 
gland" is «ct into the face directly in front of tho ear. 
Its duct, or passageway, opens into the mouth near the- 
second molar tooth of the upper jaw. 


The "subllngual gland" lies under the tongue, as the 


name indicates. A number of ducts lead from this to 
the mouth. 


The "snbmaxillary gland" lies under the lower Jaw, j 


about half-way between the parotid and sublinjrunl 
glands. Tho duct opens near the middle of the lower 
side of the tongue. Besides these large salivary glands, there are any 
number of small elands throughout the mucous membrane lining the 
mouth and cheeks.

Is not acted upon, ap- 
preciably because the delay In the 
mouth Is not Song enough to permit the 
full effect.

full admixture of ita-llva. tho salivary 
action will be continued after th* food 
reaches the stomach.
